fore thera the reaſons that induced him ro it, which | 
theyall approvedof, anda favorable Gale juſt atthe 


rime prelſented- to carry us thicher. On hs Eigh- 
ceenth following in the evening we diſcovered Land, 
ſuppoſed to be Pont Negro, bur being thick-and hazy, 
could. nor certainly make. it till Noon the next 
day ; whereby the Enemy* had longer notice of 
our being on the Coaſt then we deſigned he 
ſhould, before we came to Afton.

On Munday the twentieth of 4pril one thouſand ſix 
bundred fifty ſeven, we were by break of day fair in 
the Offin of Santa Cruz, and, as Joon "25 'twas light, 
perceived by a Signal from one of our Friggots a head, 
that the We$?-India Fleet wete in the Bay. Whereup- 
on, after a ſhort Conference how to order the Attempt, 


and earneſt ſeeking to the Lord for his preſence, we 


fell in amongſt them, and by etght of the clock were 
all aran Anchor, ſome under the Caſtle and Forts, and 
others by the Ships {des, as we could birth our ſelves 
to keep clear one of another, and beſt annoy the 
Enemy. | 

They had there five or fix Galleons (whereof were 
Admiral , Vice-Admiral , and Rere-Admural, with 
their Standart and Flags aloft) and other conſiderable 
Ships making up the number of ſixteen, ſome having 
Goods brought from the . Indies ſtill on board them, 


| Others had taker in Goods and Proviſions to carry back 


again: Moſt of them were furniſhed with' Braſs Ord- 
nance, and (as we have been informed ſince) had their 
full companies of Szamepgand Souldiers kept continu- 
ally on board them, from their firſt coming thither, 
which was about the beginning of February laſt, their 
General bimſelf 1n all the time lying but one night out 
of his Ship: they were moared- cloſe along the Shore, 
which lies in the manner of a Semicircle, commanded, 


asfar as the Ships rid, by the CaſYe, and ſurrounded 
\ -befades with fax or ſeven Forts, with almoſt a continued 


Line for Muſqueteers and great Shot, asthe Ground be- 
tween admitted ; And we were forced to come ſo near 
to doour work, that many of the Men we havellain 
and wounded, were ſhot by the Muſqueteers from the 
-Shore ; Notwithſtanding it pleaſed God that in four 
hours time their Men were beaten out, and all the Ships 
put aſhore, except the Admiral, and Vice-Admural, 
who made the moſt confiderablerefiltance. About two 
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of the clock the Vice>Admiral was ſet on fire, and the 
Admiral, by ſome happy Shot, or other accident, fud- 
denly blown up ; having (as we perceived juſt before) 
many Men on board her ; by the evening all thereſt 
were fired, onely two that funk down to rights, and 
had little but their Maſts appearing above water. 

It remained to compleat this Mercy, that our own 
Ships ſhould come off well, wherein the greateſt haz- 
zard and difficulty lay ; for ſome riding near into the 


Shore, and being ſorely maimed d1d require to be 


warped of, others when we came to weigh, drove with 
the winde all the while blowing right into the Bay, and 
one .of our beſt Frigots ſtrook : The Enemy 1n the 
mean time ſupplied freſh men into his Forts for thoſe 

we had killed and beaten out 1n the heat of the Action, 
and from them and the Caſtle continued plying upon 
us, till about ſeven of the clock at night, every Ship and 
Veſlel belonging to our Fleet, were by rhe good hand of 
God got fafe out of command. 

In this ſervice we had nat above fifty {lain outright, 
 andone hundred and twenty-wounded, and the damage 
*\ to our Ships was ſuch as 1n two days time we indiffe- 
rently yvell repaired for preſent ſecurity: Which vve 
had no ſooner done, but the Winde veered to the South 
Welt (which 1s rare among thoſe Iſlands) and laſted juſt 
to bring us to our former Station neer Cape Martes, 
where we arrived the fecond of May folloyving : For 
vvhich mercifull appearance all along vvith us, vve de- 
fire rhe Lord may have the praiſe and glory, to vuhom 
onely it 1s due z and that all that hear of it may turn 
and fay (as of a truth we have found) that among the gods 


there 18 none like unto him, neither are there any works like unto
